[Text] A communist society is the most progressive, most beautiful 
society in the history of mankind and is our party's ultimate struggle 
objective.

and so many hardehips and twietse and turns. However, no matter how 
ominous the situation was and how difficult the conditions were, the 
majority fo the Communist Party members always engaged in a brave 
etrugeie and never faltered in their belief, while some of them even 
presented their most valuable iives. How could they have such a firm 
revolutionary stand and such a high spirit of self-sacrifice? lt is 
because they had a firm belief in commusiem, they were fully confident 
of the victory of the revolutionary cause, and they kept always at 

heart the reaponsibility of being Communist Party members. When Comrade 
Fang Zhimin [2455 1807 24604) was arrested, the revolution was {ust at 

a critical moment, and che life of an individual was in critical 

danger. The enemy coerced and bribed him to give up his belief, but 

he wrote down these resounding, forever austere, poetic sentences: 

"The enemy can only chop off our heads but can never make us falter in 
our belief! This is because the communism we believe in is a universal 
truth! To sacrifice for communism, to shed blood for the soviet, these 
are the things we are willing to do!" He and numerous other martyrs 
sprinkled their hot blood on this victorious flower of new China. The 
road of socialist revolution and construction is still rugged. Especially 
at the end of the 1950's and the beginning of the 1960's, owing to manmade 
dieasters and natural calamities, oppression from without and perplexity 
from within, the party and the nation were facing a critical test. But 
because there were numerous Communist Party members who cherished the 
great objective of communism, as in the case of Lei Feng, who had the 
same heart and the same mind as the party, and who took national recon- 
struction as their own responsibility, it was then possible for our party 
to lead the people of the whole nation to be resolute in making the 
country strong and to endeavor jointly to proceed as planned so as to 
pass through the crisis. Now the majority of our party members are put- 
tine forth new energy, liberating their thinking, and actively engaging 
in the construction of the four modernizations with flaming ardor, and 
this also is because the communist ideal is burning in their hearts. 

For example, Shen Hong [3088 7703), vice minister of the First Ministry 
of Machine Building, a famous model worker and a labor hero at the 

time of Yanan, is now 74 years old, has contracted tuberculosis and 
hepatitis, fractured a bone in a fall, and is threatened by heart disease 
all the time. But it is said that he is still busy all day, persever- 
ingly studies the new situation, seeks new knowledge, and solves new 
problems. Where does the strength of this respectable old Communist 
Party member come from? Wrote the reporter of the story: ‘During the 
past several decades, either in the hard, serious revolutionary warfare 
or in the grand, broad, peaceful reconstruction, he has always been 
faithful to the text of his oath on joining the party, and he has taken 
long steps toward this splendid, brilliant objective of communisn, 
unchanging from beginning to end.” In the long journey of realizing the 
four modernizations, how urgently needed is this kind of Communist Party 
member who cherishes the grand objective of communism and has as the 
life ambition the realization of the four modernizations! 











However, due to the serious damage inflicted by Lin Bilao and the "gang 
of four’ on our party's organization and on the party's fine traditional 
atvle of work, the spark of the communist ideal has grown dim and even 
become extinguished in the minds of some Communist Party members. They 
have forgotten the text of their oath on joining the party and have for- 
gotten the fundamental responsibility of being a Communist Party Member.

changea in various fronts of our nation are plain for everybody to see 
tor himeelf{. We should admit difficulties by seeking truth from facta, 
and at the same time we should strengthen our confidence so as to work 
realistically toward overcoming difficulties in the proceas of acvance- 
ment; we should never lose confidence or lessen our fighting morale in 
facing difficulties. Comrade Liu Shaoqi said it well: "While the 
realizing of communism is the ultimate objective of the struggle of our 
Communist Party members, the overcoming of all difficulties in the 
course of realizing the communist cause is also our inherent responsi- 
bility.” We are engaging in an unprecedented cause. Lenin said: “In 
such a new great and difficult cause, defects, mistakes, and wrong deci- 
sions are unavoidable.

NATLONALIST, COMMUNIST VIEWS ON UNIFICATION DISCUSSED

(Text) On 15 May this year, Hua Guofeng received a well known person- 
ality Kazuo Yatsugi of the "pro-Taiwan faction” in Japan in hope of con- 
veying through him to Taiwan the six new conditions on the latter's 
"return''=-that is, the “five conditions" basically not affecting Chiang 
Ching-kuo's system of rule proposed at the beginning of this year with 
"personnel authority’ added. The Chinese Communists hoped that Taiwan 
would indicate some response to this, even if only in an informal way. 
This was a concrete program for peaceful negotiations Beijing proposed 
for the first time in 30 years to Taiwan by publicly entrusting a "“messen- 
ger.’ The characteristic of this program is that it generally transcends 
the limitations imposed by the ideologies and the differences between 

the systems and does not touch the present conditions in Taiwan in seek- 
ing the realization of a situation of national unification. 


For a long time, the regimes on both shores of the Strait could hear 
about but not communicate with each other, and there was a lack of people 
with a transcendent stand acceptable to both sides to convey the neces- 
sary messages, to mediate and to run the errands for them. Now, although 
this Kazuo Yatsugi is a Japanese, ‘t is still a breakthrough; but whether 
Chiang Ching-kuo is willing to receive him or treat him in any particular 
manner is still anybody's guess. 


In fact, even before this there was no lack of people bearing the 
Chinese Communists’ nessage to Taiwan on the “return” either; the lat- 
est one known to others was Hong Zhiliang [3163 6125 5328]. According 
to news transmitted from within the island, the orel message taken back 
by Hong was that, if Taiwan should "return" to the mainland, Chiang Ching- 
kuo would be appointed chairman of the autonomous region. But the gar- 
rison commander who, by the name of Huang (Xinjie) [7806 0207 0094], 

was charged to carry out Chiang's intentions lost no time to put on 
Chaing's invisible hat and proceed to both rebuff the message and casti- 
gate the person; this effectively combated the political rivals on the 
one hand and warned with prompt severity all those who dared to advocate 
any such thing as "peaceful unification" 

















By June, Chiang Ching-kuo and Sun Yungjun [1327 6663 3894] both broached 
the “unification” question in their several talks; this looks like they 


actually indicated some "informal" response to the "six conditions." 
What Chiang and Sun stressed was; it was impossible for Taiwan to "forgo 
the results of its 30 years of construction and rut itself at the sane 
level of poor living conditions of the mainland”; that China should 
embrace the Three People's Principles and not "a unification under the 
Communist totalitarian tyranny"; and the demand that the Chinese Commu- 
nists abandon their communism and follow the Three People's Principles. 


Looking from the overseas angle, it is hard to imagine what other kind 
of answer Chiang Ching-kuo could have given today. From the Chinese 
Communist point of view, these six "return" conditions are of course 
very lenient. But from Chiang's state of mind, the conditions listed 
by the Chinese Communists are all present in the small world of his 
corner of partial peace and not a single item is missing. How cen any- 
one imagine that he would give up the spiritual crutches of his rule, 
"the national flag," “the national title,” in exchange for things he 
does not lack? 


Since such benefits could not move Chiang, neither did anyone see a will 

on Chiang's part to transcend ideological differences in search of nation- 
al unity and state unification taking place. During the 1980's, when 

the Chinese Communists hope to accomplish the great task of unification, 

if Chiang's life would last so long and if his situation of partial peace 
can be maintained, will the Chinese Communists, in terms of their approach, 
continue to "entrust their hopes to the authorities of Taiwan’?

DANGER OF WIDESPREAD FALSEHOOD CITED

[Text] On 30 June, the Chinese Communist Party's RENMIN RIBAO published 
an article by a commentator entitled "Members of the Communist Party Must 
Tell the Truth" to offer some reflection ca the great consequences the 
Chinese Communist Party twice suffered in its exercise of power in the 
past 30 years because it spoke falsehood. Understandably, these refer to 
the “braggartism" of the late 1950's and the Cultural Revolution. 


Not long ago I read the script of a Henanese opera entitled "The Calamity 
from Telling Falsehood," which was a script that really told the truth. 
What it described was the misfortune those false words in 1958 and 1959 
brought to the Henanese. The news came later that when this opera was 
staged in Henan, the theater was filled each time and people of various 
circles all sang its praise, saying that it summed up historical exper- 
ience and relevantly conveyed the idea to people that to tell falsehood 
is bound to harm the state and the people. But a periodical in Henan 
reported that, when the leaders of the Henan provincial committee of the 
Chinese Communist Party received the responsible persons of the opera 
troupe, they first of all affirmed that the opera was "not a poisonous 
weed"; but then they also requested right away that the author should 
revise the script further "on the basis of the spirit of unity for the 
sake of the four modernizations." 


Telling the truth is ordinarily not such a difficult thing. Just as the 
RENMIN RIBAO says, "One is just one, two is just two, good is just good, 
and bad is just bad,” that is all. Therefore, when people are starving, 
just say they are starving, and when deaths occur because of starvation, 
just say they have starved to death; this would have been telling the 
truth. But it would probably be a most difficult thing to do for anyone 
to tell the truth on the basis of a certain spirit other than the spirit 
of seeking truth from facts. For example, if one day it is required that 
such a truth as one mu of wheat field in Henan with 300 jin of wheat seeds 

















sown leading to the death of henanese by starvation must be toid on the 
basis of the spirit of “unity for the sake of the four modernizations,” 
then someone as stupid as this writer would simply not know how to begin 
telling it and would therefore have to beg those few provincial digni- 
tarles for instruction. 


Generally speaking, if a lesson is exchanged with one's blood, it should 
have been profound enough; if it is exchanged with the lives of hundreds 
and thousands of peop.ie, then it should be deeply embedded in one's mind 
and incapable of ever being forgotten. The Chinese Communist Party 
caused disasters twice in 20 years, telling falsehood should have been 
the main lesson; yet people were not allowed to tell the truth even 
afterwards. Was this not also an equally painful lesson? If after the 
first disaster was caused, everyone followed the example of Peng Dehuai 
and sopke the truth and refrained from muffling him, even though no one 
can guarantee that the second disaster would not have been caused, it at 
least could have been caused with a few years’ delay, perhaps! 


When the scar is on one's body, one can touch and caress it from time to 
time and hence is less likely to forget it easily. When the scar is on 
the body of the state, whoever has a patriotic heart is also likely to 
feel equally painful and hence eager to make the necessary effort to 
cure it. Im the case of those who are unwilling even to hear about the 
“story of the scar." nor to allow others to tell it, can it be that they 
nave become totally numb and heartless? Or that there is no longer any 
communication between him and his country and his people? 


The hope of the Chinese people is really largely entrusted to telling the 
truth. The RENMIN RIBAO is willing to lead the Chinese Communists to 

tell the truth, and it also says that the party will never use those who 
speak falsehood on important jobs and will instead "criticize and educate 
them.’ Chinese at home and abroad should really thank it for all this 
because it concerns whether or not a third “calamity from telling false- 
hood" is going to befall them. But, while one refrains from telling 
falsehood, one should at the same time allow others to speak the truth. 

If other people are led to feel the difficulty of telling the truth at 
each turn, will not the danger of widespreade falsehood continue to exist?

TRLAL OF ‘GANG OF FOUR', CRITICISM OF MAO PREDICTED SOON

(Text! From Coup to Reform in Beijing 


The Great Cultural Revolution was launched by Mao Zedong in 1966, as a 
step to regain hie lost power. It was said that earlier in 1966, he was 
forced to give up his concurrent post as head of state and was actually 
deposed for allegedly committing a series of mistakes. Among them were 
the launching of the struggle against rightists, the Great Leap Forward, 
and the dismissal of Peng Dehuai from all his official posts during the 
Lushan meeting, which denounced him as a right deviationist element. 
That vear also saw Liu Shaoqi, Peng Zhen, and Deng Xiaoping establish in 
Beijing an impenetrable, watertight, independent kingdom. After that, 
Liu, Peng, and Deng no longer had to report to Mao, making him only a 
figurehead and causing his prestige to plummet amid widespread complaints 
in the form of insinuations: “Hai Rui was dismissed from office for 
admonishing the emperor” and "Black spots appear on the sun.” In an 
effort to recapture his lost power, Mao flew to Shanghai, where he plot- 
ted to retake Beijing in the name of rectifying the workstyle. From 
then on, a tense confrontation began between the two headquarters. At 
Lvat time, TANYUG reported that Liu and Deng were moving to depose Mao 
by way of a resolution approved by the plenary session of the Party 
Central Committee, a tactic used by Brezhnev to overthrow Khruschev. 

in a preemptive move to crush this peaceful coup, Mao used the arned 
forces commanded by Lin Biao to retake Beijing. Shortly af ver this 
military coup succeeded, he sent planes to pick up and carry new men- 
bers of the Party Central Committee to the Capital so that he could 
restore his lost power. As reward for his aid in rescuing Mao, Lin 
Biao was later named successor to Mao by the Ninth Party Congress. With 
the blessing of Mao, Lin Biao also began to build up his influence until 
he could order others around in the name of the emperor. It was said 
that Deng Xiaoping soon deserted Liu Shaoqi and made the latter very 
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uilappy until hie death, Veng Alaoping deserted hie friend but did not 
ao uftewarded, for the next / years, he was protected by Mao from being 
physically tertured until he could stage a comeback, The 10-year-old 
Great Cultural Revolution was 4 great catastrophe for the country, The

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“Outline of Project 517" was actually a plot by Lin Biao to stage a mili- 
tary coup. Later, with the blessing of Mao, the "gang of four” moved 

to disiodge Premier ‘hou Enlai from power, setting in motion another 
form of power struggle. The perverted behavior of the “gang of four" 

be ame more intolerable than ever when both Zhou and Mao were seriously 
il.. Shortly after Mao's death, they plotted to usurp the power “in 
accordance with the principles laid down.” Before they could succeed, 
they were rounded up by Hua, Ye, Wang, Li, and others. This victory 

on 6 October over the “gang of four” was called by some people a “palace 
coup d'etat=-a strugale to change the power. But the struggle that came 
after the downfall of the “gang of four” was a reform or a struggle for 
political reform

China's Middle-Echelon Bureaucracy 


in the “Post Downfall Mirror” column of DONG XI FANG, issue No 17, this 
writer predicted that the local “whatever faction" would do everything 
possible to resist the political line and policies of the central "prag- 
matic group.” Foreign observers have recently written commentaries on 
the “middle-echelon bureaucracy in China.” This unique form of bureauc- 
racy is called by the people in China the “will of superiors.” Actually, 
it is being practiced by a group of people who have benefited form the 
Cultural Revolution, or what we call the most recalcitrant “whatever 
faction.” Under the banner of “guard against the erosion of the bourgeois 
ideology,” they have ganged up in suppressing the emancipation of the 
mind, 


For example, local party committees in Guangdong have carried our rec- 
tification campaigns; local newspapers in Shanghai have advocated that 
“party members should refrain from expressing different political views"; 
chieftains in various parts of China have accused literary and art circles 
of “going too far in airing their views and in emancipating their minds." 
For this reason, many writers have been either transferred away from 
Beijing or ordered to stop writing. Among them is Liu Binyan [0491 6333 
7159), a writer known for his courage in telling the truth. He has been 
transferred from Beijing to Sichuan on a mission to report industrial 
production there, uader the general title of "Tour of the Sichuan mach- 
inebuiiding industry.” He was forced to leave Beijing at a time when he 
was prepared to give further details on the case of Zhang Zhixin (1728 
1807 2450). Other writers who have been out of favor included Wang Meng 
(3769 5536), who has been sent to West Germany, along with Feng Mu [7458 
3668) and Ma Jia [7456 0502), as a member of a gvodwill delegation, al- 
though he knows very little about the German language; Deng Youmei

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[6°72 06045 2734), who has been appointed secretary of Chinese People's 
Republic delegation to Japan=-an appointment which came after his serial 
article “Love on Precipitous Cliffs" was published; Ye Wenfu [5509 2429 
4395), known for bie long poem: “General, You Can't Do That!"; Jiang 
Ziiong (5592 i311 7893); and Bing Xin (0595 1800). Jiang Zilong, a noted 
writer, recently won first prize for hie short novel entitled: "An Account 
of Factory Director Qiao in Office.” Although this news was reported by 
hewspapere throughout the country, it was not carried by lis hometown 
daily-=TLANJIN RIBAO, Liu Gang (0691 0474), secretary of the Tianjin 
Municipa! Party Committee, eve.. organized workers to criticize him for 
publishing that novel. (Note: the current issue of this journal carried 
Jiang Zilong's article "Blood Flows Back Into the Heart," as a demon- 
stration of our moral support for him.) Bing Xin, a woman writer, was 
reported to have suffered a heart attack because she was kept too busy 

on 4 mission to visit other countries. As one of her readers. | am con- 
cerned about her health. 


Some leading members of local governments, including Guangdong's 

Xi Zhongxun [50465 0112 0534), are stalwarts of the pragmatic faction. 

Xi Zhongxun pointed out recently: “It is not true that the emancipation 
of our minds has gone too far. Actually, we still have a long way to 

go to Completely emancipate our minds." He has also praised local news- 
papers for lending space to critical opinions from the readers. But those 
working under him have not followed suit. For example, the Guangxhou gun- 
icipal authorities have issued too many decrees prohibiting the people 
from watching Hong Kong television programs, from playing Mahjong, from 
giving social dancing parties, and from singing popular songs. On 17 June 
they even issued an emergency order to all communes asking them to 

tighten their contro) of the purchase of lichee for export, to disasso- 
clate themselves from any lichee groups organized by travel agencies and 
businessmen in Hong Kong and Macao, and to sell lichee to a unified pur- 
chase agency or to the foreign trade department for export. These bans 
are a gross violation of the citizens’ freedom to watch television 
programs and to do other things. But no force can prevent people in such 
special economic zones as Dongguan, Shenquan, and Zhuhai from watching 
television programe originating from Hong Kong. Furthermore, the state 
tourist policy and the economic policy of the central authorities, 

which authorized production teams to fix their own profits and losses, 
have openly been violated by the Guangdong provincial authorities even 
after they have been in force in the rest of the country. (All Hong 

Kong travel agencies still continue to send lichee groups to Guangdong 
despite the aforementioned orders, which have also drawn criticism from 
businessmen in Singapore.) Do the aforementioned examples reflect the 
true picture of middle-echelon bureaucracy in China? This form of 
bureaucracy is essentially a masterpiece of the “whatever faction.” 


How can they so daringly and openly offend the central authorities? The 
main reason is that “the faction which holds high Mao's banner" remains 
alive at the center of power. With its backing, the local “whatever fac- 
tion” is now more active than ever. 
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Spring of Literature and Art Does Not Arrive as Expected 


Hua Guofeng and Wang Renghong recently emphasized the need to "foster the 
proletarian ideology and eliminate bourgeois ideas." Under the current 
complicated situation, this call for “eliminating bourgeols ideas” te 
likely to delay the arrival of the spring of literature and art in China, 


An “all-army political work conference” was held in Beijing from 29 April 
to mid-May. Huse Guofeng addressed thie conference in his capacity as 
chairman of the Military Commission, saying: "During this new historical 
period of the four modernizations, political work remains the lifeblood 
of all economic work, and ia essential to the armed forces. But for a 
period, the army and some local unite and their comrades have slackened 
their efforts to grasp political and ideological work. The purpose of 
thie conference is to conscientiously rectify the style in party relations 
and strengthen party discipline.” (Deng Xiaoping deliberately stayed 
away from this conference, although he did appear at another meeting 
earlier, calling for efforts to strengthen political and ideo.ogical work.) 
In late March, the PLA General Political Department ordered the entire 
army (and actually the people throughout the country) to sing the revolu- 
tionary songs, requesting composers to produce as many revolutionary 
songs as possible. This action immediately touched off a debate among 
musicians and subjected many popular songs to criticism. Shanghai's 
noted female singer Zhu Fengbo [2612 6646 0590) has been criticized, 
although not by name. Thie criticism came after her song "Rose Blossoms 
Everywhere" was recorded and circulated a year ago--a song which was 
believed to be a copy of Deng Lijun's [6772 7787 0689) song from Taiwan. 
Obscene popular songs have been banned in Guangzhou. 


As a matter of fact, the “whatever faction” has been sensitive to changes 
in the country. Since the downfall of some diehard elements of the "fac- 
tion which holds high Mao's banner,” the local “whatever faction,” which 
follows the wind, has developed an unusual interest in "political and 
ideological” work, because that can be used as a magic weapon to shackle 
the people's minds and to rally the masses behind the call for concerted 
action against their common enemy, in the name of “resisting the erosion 
of bourgeois ideology." In essense, their purpose is to restore the old 
order in which they can rule arbitrarily like feudal patriarchs. 


it seems that the earlier strategy adopted by Hu Yaobang and other members 
of the central pragmatic group also had the effect of restricting people 
from emancipating their minds. For example, when the move to rehabilitate 
Liu Shaoqi and to ceremoniously mourn his death was conceived, they too 
stressed the need to grasp political and ideological work. in this way, 
they have unconsciously played a role in suppressing “literature aimed 

at exposing the dark side of society." 


After Hu Yaobang's speech on literature and art, a “new faction which 
extols virtue” emerged as the predominant force on front of literature 
and art in the PRC. During the theatrical festival marking the 30th 








anniversary of the PRC's founding, almost all priges for the best films 
and outeatanding short novels went to works produced by the "new faction 
which extols virtue.” Furthermore, all forums, commemorative, articles 
and commentaries at that time were dominated by the theme of putting 
ideology and politics in command. The practice of such styles of follow- 
ing the wind and the growth of the local “whatever faction" seemingly 
have prevented the early arrival of the spring of literature and art, as 
haa been the case with World War II1l. This fact has given the people 
feeling that “whenever emancipation of the mind is emphasized, disorder 
will follow; in order to overcome disorder, restrictive measures have 
to be taken; once restrictive measures are taken, everything will come 
to a standstill.” This ie what has happened to the literary and politi- 
cal fronts in China over the past month. 


But now let me return to the original subject. 


it seems that Deng Xiaoping, Hu Yaobang, and other members of the prag- 
matic group are experiencing tremendous resistance to their programs 
from the noncooperative forces headed by Ye Jianying--forces which bene- 
fited from the Cultural Revolution. In the face of such resistance, the 
pragmatic group seems having no alternative but to change its tactics in 
dealing with the aforementioned forces. Clearly, it has skillfully hand- 
led the most delicate problem in Chinese history--the rehabilitation of 
Liu Shaoqi, who was falsely charged. Deng Xiaoping now also considers 
it necessary to draw some conclusions from some mistakes committed by 
Mao Zedong during his late years in the name of the Party Central 
Committee. So far, he has entrusted this job to Hu Yaobang. Few 
seemingly appreciate such political knack better than the elements who 
form the backbone of the pragmatic group and the members of the faction 
that follows the wind. 


To gain an insight into this development, we must take a look at Ye 
Jianying's activities over the past vear. 


General Ye's Trip Out of Beijing Is a Note of Silent Protest 


Last October, Ye Jianying reluctantly delivered a National Day speech 
drawing the initial conclusion of the Great Cultural Revolution and on 
some mistakes committed by Chairman Mao at that time. Everyone can 
imagine how bitter Ye felt when he was pushed to the rostrum to reluc- 
tantly do that job. This drama bore a striking resemblance to the days 
when Mao Zedong was forced to give up his post as head of state and later 
was snubbed by Liu and Deng, who avoided him as if he had the plague. 
Since that National Day speech, General Ye, accompanied by a large number 
of aides, has visited almost every major scenic spot throughout the 
country in the name of making official inspections. During the trip 

he deliberately disassociated himself from the important affairs of state, 
while dictating to his aides his memoirs on his revolutionary past. 

Last December he presented an inscription in his own handwriting for a 
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monument to the local authorities during his visit to Dinghushan in 
Gaoyao County, Guangdong Province. From last Apri] to date, he has been 
away from Beijing. His present behavior reminds use of the days when 
Mao Zedong was away from the capital on the eve of the Great Cultural 
Revolution but later surprised the world by triumphantly returning to 
that city. But Ye Kianying's position today differs from Mao's, in that 
he still retaing hie highest titular post in the frontline of the party 
and government. 


General Ye's recent itinerary in Guangdong included an inapection tour 

of the Shenquan and Zhuhai special economic zones near Hong Kong on 

27 and 28 April, an appearance at the Labor Day celebration mee .na held 
in Guangzhou on 29 April, a visit to Shanya township at the westernmost 
tip of Hainan Leland on 4 May, 4 review of a training exercise held by 
the PRC Navy near Yulin port on 8 May, and a revisit to his native place-- 
Meixian County<-where he spent 3 days, from 13 to 15 May, inspecting 
schools and rural villages, watching a girl's football game,and speaking 
to thousands of students before a microphone. His activities on 17 May 
were not reported by XINHUA. 


On 4 June, General Ye met scientists, engineers and technicians, PLA 

Navy commanders and righters, and warship crew members who had returned 
from a successful carrierrocket test. He spent 5 days visiting Zhejiang. 
From 19 to 24 June he visited Jiangsu where he was briefed by the Jiangsu 
Provincial CCP Committee and the party committee of the PLA Nanjing units. 
He spoke on several occasions. On 22 June, he paid homage to revolution- 
ary martyrs during his visit to the Yuhuatai cemetery of fallen revolu- 
tionaries in Nanjing. He did not return to Beijing until the National 
People's Congress was in session. His trip away from Beijing should not 
be interpreted as merely a vacation before retirement or a demonstration 
of his willingness to enjoy himself for the rest of his life, as Li Zongren 
Zoneren [2621 1350 0088) did before his death. We are sure that his deci- 
sion to stay away from Beijing's politics for a while was inspired by 

the strategy of Mao Zedong, who once avoided attending the Fourth National 
People's Congress--on the pretext of touring the country--as a demon- 
stration of his unhappiness with some people in the capital. On 17 May, 
General Ye journeyed to southern Chine so as to avoid attending the mem- 
orial ceremony for Liu Shaoqi and another meeting to discuss Deng Xiaoping's 
request to resign as vice premier. Actually, Dene Xiaoping made this 
move with the aim of forcing General Ye to yiel! his military power to 
someone e.se. 


General Ye's noncooperative attitude reportedly won the tacit backing of 
the “whatever faction" and has rekindled its hopes for staging a politi- 
cal comeback. Also staying away from Beijing was Li Xiannian. On 15 May, 
Li Xiannian concluded his official visit to the capital of New Zealand 
and prepared to journey to other parts of that country. He returned to 
Guangzhou on 18 May. "The rehabilitation of Liu Shaoqi was described by 
the Chinese press as an important event in the history of our party and 

















national life.” But Ye and Li deliberately woided attending his mem- 
orial ceremony as 4 demonstration of their silent protest, because they 
felt that the whole game was 4 joke, 


Reatore the irue Face of Mao Zedong Thought 


On 6 October 1976, the “gane of four” was emashed, This means that 

"a coup eucceeded without shedding any blood." This success should be 
credited mainly to four major heroes=--Hua Guofeng, Ye Jianying, Li Xiannian, 
and Wang Dongxing. Wang Dongxing has gracefully stepped down from the 
central etate of politics. All of these changes constitute a part of the 
“peaceful coup.” Earlier, Hua Guofeng deliberately stayed away from a 
meeting to discues Liu Shaogi. Ye and Li then followed suit by refusing 

to attend Liu Shaogi's memorial ceremony. Now, only that new leader 

of the group which overthrew the "gang of four" remains on the central 
stage of power, playing his solo game. 


At the beginning of the Great Cultural Revolution, Liu Shaoqi was labeled 
a “renegade, hidden traitor and scab,” "China's Khrushchev,” and “unre- 
pentant and the biggest capitalist roader within the party." These labels 
were also slapped on Deng Xiaoping. At that time, the downfall of Liu 
Shaoqi was hailed as “an important victory for Mao Zedung Thought.” 
Today, his rehabilitation was called a “restoration of the true face of 
Mao Zedong Thought." In other words, "this is another important victory 
for Mao Zedong Thought." It seemed an inescapable duty for Deng Xiaoping 
to rehabilitate his good old friend who died as a victim of the 10-year- 
long catastrophe. But Liu Shaogqi's rehabilitation also represented a 
step forward in criticizing Mao, in eliminating the bad influence of Mao 
and Lin, and in promoting Zhou Enlai's four modernizations. 


RENIM RIBAO editorially said: “Rehabilitating Comrade Liu Shaoqi will 
certainly cause some shock and will lead to controversial discussions 
that may distort the facts. If the charge against Comrade Liu Shaoqi 
was false, it should be so declared. If the central authorities, know- 
ing it to be false, deliberately keep it secret or refuse to openly reha- 
bilitate him in the interest of expediency, they will end up betraying 
their publicly declared principle of seeking truth from facts. The cen- 
tral authorities would like to risk certain unexpected results rather 
than back eway from their determination to rehabilitate Comrade Liu 
Shaoqgi.” Everyone can draw his own conclusion from this statement that 
disputes did exist between Ye Jianying and his followers on the one 
hand and other cabinet members on the other over whether or not Liu 
Shaogi should be openly rehabilitated. Ye and his followers avoided 
attending Liu Shaoqi's memorial ceremony for fear of damaging Chairman 
Mao's image as the leader in the people's minds. All of these things 
reflect current contradictions and disputes over the allocation of poli- 
tical power and policies between different factions. Such structural 
frictions have created chaos and contradictions on China's political 
front. 
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Deng Xiaoping seeme determined to be “Washington the Second,” a title 
of honer that should firet be bequeathed to General Ye, But General Ye 
has promised to keep his word a8 4 communist who will sever retire and 
who will devote his lifetime to the revolution until his death, just 

as Zhou Enlai did. Deng Xiaoping, however, has his own different plan. 
When he asks to resign as vice premier, he seems having nothing to 

loge but much to gain. For example, he can step down as a man in good 
health, aman of influence, and a man to be esteemed. Even if ‘is 
request ia turned down, he can still be a real “hero” in the eyes of 
the people. 


Deng's Decision To Resign 


To be frank, Deng Xiaoping should not have asked to resign as vice prem- 
ier at this time. His request to resign at this time can be interpreted 
by the people as an attempt to seek fame and to put both Hua Guofeng and 
Ye Jianying on the spot. This writer feels that Deng Xiaoping should 
remain at his post until the close of the Sixth National People's Congress 
[NPC] (instead of the Third Session of the Fifth NPC). it seems that if 
he decides to resign from his government posts at that time, he may give 
the people a better impression that he is really a man who is indisputably 
honest and aboveboard. The reason is that when the term of the Fifth NPC 
expires, its deputies will be reelected and General Ye will probably be 
elected NPC chairman, which is equivalent to head of state, and Hua Guofeng 
can voluntarily step down as premier. If everything can be arranged that 
way, it will appear natural and logical to the public. It seems illogical 
that Deng Xiaoping still stays on in Beijing instead of going home. But 
his decision to remain there is a thoughtful one. If his resignation is 
approved sometime in August, and if many others are vying to follow in 

his footsteps, it will put Hua Guofeng, Deng Xiaoping, Li Xiannian, and 
other heroes responsible for overthrowing the "gang of four" in a very 
difficult position. Deng Xiaoping's decision to resign at this time 

seems to come too early. He might have been affected by Mao Zedong's 
remark: "10,000 years are too long; one has to seize che day and seize 
the hour.” 


At present, Deng Xiaoping is doing everything possible to publicize Hu 
Yaobane and especially Zhao Ziyang. XINHUA recently distributed group 
pistures of Hu Yaobang and Zhao Ziyang and pictures of their individual 
activities. RMMIN RIBAO recently also published a series of pictures 

of Zhao Ziyang's activities. But this has been intentionally or uninten- 
tionally ignored by Hong Kong newspapers, which have focused their atten- 
tion on Hu Yaobang, general secretary of the CCP Central Committee, and 
its mouthpiece. As a matter of fact, Zhao Ziyang is at least as impor- 
tant as Hu Yaobang, whose prestige and experience remain unimpressive to 
the public, although he has enjoyed the advantage of being shielded 

by a tall tree. I feel that Zhao Aiyang will not stay in his present 
post too long, and he may outrace Hu Yaobang in prestige and popularity 
in the future. Although the party is now separated from the government 








the general public seems to appreciate Zhao Ziyang's energetic spirit, 
hie ingenuity in handling all work, and his organizational skills more 
than that of Hu Yaobang, who is known for his strong party character. 


An unconfirmed news report has disclosed that Vice Premier Yu Qiuli, one 
of Zhou Enlai's able assistants, who contributed greatly to the devel- 
opment of the Daqing oilfield, may be relieved of some of his concurrent 
poste. He may become chairman of the energy commission after turning over 
to Yao Yilin his concurrent post as chairman of the State Planning Com- 
mission. If this comes true, it may result from more careful planning 

on the part of Deng Xiaoping. Earlier, (Deng) promoted Yang Dezhi to the 
post of chief of the PLA General Staff Department, while retraining from 
giving his close friend Xu Shiyou, who has made mistakes, any official 
post. He even relieved Nie Fengzhi of his post as commander of the 
Nanjing Military Region and appointed Du Ping to succeed him. His deci- 
sion to do so reflects a determination to eliminate factionalism and 
appoint energetic and competent persons to important posts. He will give 
the general public the same impression if he appoints Yal Yilin to suc- 
ceed Yu Quili as chairman of the State Planning Commission. But a 
careful survey reveals that Deng Xiaoping's decision to replace Yu Quili, 
if it materializes, should be interpreted as an important step in paving 
the way for criticizing Mao Zedong, in addition to making Yu Quili a 
scapegoat for the current chaotic and disproportionate development of 

the economy. During the Great Cultural Revolution, Mao issued an impor- 
tant instruction on "learning from Dazhai in agriculture and learning 
from Daqing in industry," which symbolized an obsolete economic theory 
more simplified and stereotyped than the model theatrical works. Mao's 
last lingering influence is expected to be elimnated if both Chen Yonggui 
and Yu Qiuli are demoted and the dogmatic ways of learning from Dazhai 
and Daqing are gone. 


Deng Xiaoping's request to resign as vice premier came after he had 
completed the reshuffling of cadres. If he is allowed to resign from 

that post, he can stay behind the scenes and stave off the expected 
attacks likely to be launched by the “whatever fac.ion."” If his resig- 
nation as vice premier is finally approved, he will become the "Second 
Washington" and a regent. His next step is to insure that Hu Yaobang will 
work out a strategy for criticising Mao. 


Trial of “gang of Four” and Criticism of Mao Zedong 


On 23 June a TANYUG correspondent reported an interview with CCP General 
Secretary Hu Yaobang, who revealed: The CCP Central Committee plans 

to make public some documents on the evaluation of "Mao Zedong's role 

in the Cultural REvolution” during the 1960's. He pointed out: Although 
Mao Zedong made great contributions to the Chinese revolution and the 
party, his mistakes, especially those he made during his late years, 
brought serious disasters to the party and people. It is absolutely 
necessary to clearly hold Mao Zedong responsible for some work. In 
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addition, as China enters this new period of history, some of Mao Zedong's 
ecnoomic theories have proven to be "unnacceptable” and damaging to our 
economy through years of test. As our country progresses the work of 
formulating new theories and seeking solution to problems should be 
entrusted to Chinese theorists. 


Hu Yaobang pointed out: Volume 5 of the "Selected Works of Mao Zedong" 
will under go some revision and expansion because it was published under 
the pernicious influence of the "gang of four." (In this writer's opin- 
ion, this remark is an indirect criticism of Hua Guoteng and Wang Dongxing, 
who were in charge of its publication.) 


Hu Yaobang clearly pointed out: The trial of the "gang of four" has been 
scheduled by China's Supreme People's Court for sometime in September 

at the latest. Lin Biao's foll.wers will be tried by a military tribunal. 
According to Deng Xiaoping, such trials involving state secrets will not 
be open to the public or the foreign press. 


On 27 June, Zhou Yang, deputy director of the Propaganda Department of 
the CCP Central Committee, addressed the Fourt Beijing Municipal Congress 
of Writers and Artists. In his speech, he said: "Although mistakes were 
made during the Cultural Revolution, its good effects cannot be entirely 
denied. We must sum up experiences and draw lessons from this revolu- 
tion so that we can avoid similar mistakes in the future. We must sum 

up experiences on the basis of the historical conditions and commonsense 
of that time. The aim of the Cultural Revolution was to transform 
literature and art and education. This aim was correct. But the methods 
of achieving it were wrong. There was a miscalculation of the situation 
at that time.” 


I hope that when the CCP Central Committee takes the lead in criticizing 
Mao Zedong, those valiant writers and artists can display their courage 
to produce works capable of reflecting historical truth, and to "criti- 
cize Mao judiciously." I would like to wait and see someone fire the 
first salvo in this direction, thus leaving his or her name indelible in 
history! 


Deng Xiaoping Accomplished Historical Mission 


After accomplishing his historical mission to clear up the mess left by 
the Cultural Revolution, and entrusting the trial of the "gang of four" 
and the evaluation of Me> Zedong's achievements and criticism of his 
misdeeds to his aides, Deng Xiaoping has decided to resign as vice premier 
sometime in August. The trial of the "gang of four" and of the followers 
of Lin Biao, and the exposure and criticism of the crimes of Kang Sheng 
[1660 3932], Xie Fuzhi [6200 1381 3112], and Ke Qingshi [2688 1987 2457], 
will begin sometime in September. These events will coincide with the 
fourth anniversary of Mao's death, which falls on 9 September 1980, and 
the fourth anniversary of the downfall of the "gang of four," which falls 











on 6 October 1980, Deng Xiaoping's choosing of the time for such events 
to take place reflects a political knack of the highest order. It is 
also a slap in the face at Mao Zedong, Hua, Ye, and Li. 


Certainly, thie will mark the climax of political activity. It is expect- 
ed that Hua, Ye, Deng, and Li will refrain from making any statements on 
these matters. At least, no one will expect them to overly criticize 

Mao. Certainly some ducuments wrapping up the Cultural Revolution will 

be circulated by the CCP Central Committee to all units concerned. Like 
the earlier rehabilitation of people who have been falsely charged and 
wrongly sentenced and the series of reforms, the events to take place 

in China cannot be viewed as a thorough revolution. 


How should the "gang of four" be tried, and how should Mao Zedong be 
criticized? What effect will this have on China? Awaiting us will be 
a series of exciting dramas. Everyone can take a good look at what is 
really going to happen. This journal will do everything possible to 
report these events.

STEPS REQUIRED TO STRENGTHEN LEADING GROUPS ENUMERATED

(Editorial: "Strengthen the Development of Leading Groups; Ensure the 
Smooth Progress of Four Modernizations"] 


[Text] Strengthening the development of various leading groups is a means 
of supporting and bettering party leadership, increasing the strength of the 
party, ensuring the execution of the party's lines, goals, and policies, and 
strengthening the party's leadership in directing measures pertinent to the 
four modernizations. All committee members at various levels should pay 
heed to this objective and manage the task in good order and in a practical 
way. 


In addition to have a correct political ideology, our party should also have 
the right organizational skills to ensure its success. Since the smashing 
of the “gang of four," the various leading groups in our province have under- 
gone reorganization and consolidation, and most of them are commendable or 
relatively commendable, enthusiastic about the four modernizations, and arm- 
ed with the will to struggle. However, as the focus of the party's work 
changed, the leaders have aged, their levels of education have seemed to be 
rather low, and young and energetic cadres who have specialized expertise 
and talents have seemed to be lacking. In view of the necessary conditions 
for the four modernizations, such contradictions have become more and more 
obvious. The fact that the leading groups are far from heing ideal has be- 
come the biggest problem in the course of the four modernizations. A quick 
and correct solution of this problem is now a current task facing committee 
members at various levels. 


What are the ideal leading groups, in view of the four modernizations? Based 
on our new situation and tasks, they should be: firm adherence to and exec- 
ution of the party's policies; firm adherence to socialism; expertise in 
specialized knowledge and organizational skills; and youthfulness, energy, 
and vigor. Leading groups with such characteristics will organize and lead 
the majority of party members and the people t.. onquer the problems and 
barriers in our efforts to realize the four modernizations. 








In reforming the less-than-ideal nature of the existing leading groups, we 
must, first of all, boldly but carefully recruit a large group of cadres 
with correct ideology and specialized expertise and organizational skills. 
These cadres should be young, energetic, experienced, and have growth poten- 
tial, Secondly, we should relegate to the second or third rank, in a re- 
sponsible and appropriate manner, a large group of old and weak cadres who 
have in the past contributed to the party and the people, so that they can 
now spend their time peacefully planning for the future of the party and the 
people in this period of transition. Thirdly, we should resolve the prob- 
lem of adjustment of the jobs of those cadres who are not qualified for their 
positions, and assign them to appropriate positions and help them advance. 
This is the "three in one" task which has to be done simu'taneously. Suc- 
cessful execution of this "three in one" task will resolve the basic prob- 
lems of the less-than-ideal nature of our existing leading groups. 


At present, the most pressing and foremost task is boldly and carefully to 
recruit and promote to the front ranks e large group of distinguished middle- 
age and young cadres. This is the first task in streagthening the develop- 
ment of leading groups. Some cadres still have doubts about carrying out 

the task and are hesitant to do so. They are still using obsolete standards 
to evaluate cadres. Some are still concerned about the "background" of the 
individuals, stressing their family status, personal history, and social 
contacts rather than their ability and knowledge. Some cannot rid themselves 
of the idea of "seniority," worrying that young cadres are unable to "shoul- 
der important tasks" or “defend the foundation." Some are still biased a- 
gainst intellectuals, treating them as "outsiders" and never recognizing 

them as members of the working class. Some consider that the correct way to 
adhere to the party's policy is to recruit cadres from among peasants and 
workers--a view which reflects the ideology of the land-reform period. Some 
place emphasis on the moral upbringing of the individuals and not on their 
learning, or they misinterpret the meaning of morality. Some cannot draw 
their lines clearly and are afraid of committing errors in hastily recruit- 
ing cadres. For these and other reasons, we must foster discussions and 
publicize the issue so as to make cadres at various levels correctly under- 
stand the issue, liberate their thinking, conquer old habits, clarify confus- 
ing ideas, expand their horizons, and boldly handle the tasks well. In this 
way we can pave the way for the recruitment of distinguished middle-age and 
young cadres. 


In order to reform the unreasonable structure of existing leading groups and 
its unsuitability for realizing the four modernizations, committee members 
at various levels should work hard to conquer various difficulties and en- 
thusiastically emphasize improvement of the quality of current cadres. In 
order to meet the needs of the four modernizations, measures should be taken 
to train cadres on the job or to send them to cadre schools, party schools, 
or higher level institutions, and to help raise the level of expertise and 
organizational abilities of the majority of cadres, so that they will become 
adept at their work. 


While boldly recruiting distinguished middle-age and young cadres, we must 
seriously and in a responsible manner make arrangments for older cadres so 
that they are given appropriate positions at which they can fulfill their 
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role as members in a transition period and perform their functions. In the 
course of a long-continued revolutionary struggle and economic construction, 
the older cadres have contributed to the party and the people through hard 
work and devotion. They have acquired a rich experience, and they are the 
treasures of the party and the state. Nevertheless, we cannot resist mother 
nature. We need to make provisions for cadres who are getting old and who 
are unable co execute their duties. We have to pay homage to them and re- 
Spect them politically. We should give them a reasonable salary and not 
show any sign of abandoning them. Perfection in this task concerns not only 
the older cadres themselves but also the revival and propagation of the fine 
tradition of the party, peace and unity in the country, and the middle-age 
and young cadres, Accordingly, party organizations at various levels must 
adhere to related regulations, and, with enthusiasm, employ all means to 
consummate the task. Older cadres should also tolerate the change and ac- 
cept the important task of training and recruiting successors for the party 
and the state, for the good of the party and the people. 


Another important area of work in strengthening the development of leading 
groups is the reassignment of cadres not qualified for their position, ever 
after more than 3 years of on-the-job experience. Depending on individual 
conditions, adjustments should be made with regard to the supporters of the 
"gang of four," people engaged in factional politics in spite of reeducation, 
breakers of law and order, people antagonistic to the lines, goals, and po- 
licies of the party, people who have lost their revolutionary enthusiasm in 
spite of help, and people with limited talent and ability who are unquali- 
fied for their positions.

[Text] At present, many unite in this city are giving rotational training 
to party members by stages and groups; in substance, [the training) is the 
study and discussion of the party constitution draft amendment and the im- 
plementation of "Certain Guiding Principles of Political Life Within the 
Party.” According to statistics, over 2,786 independent main branches of 
the party organization (85 percent of the total number of units) have al- 
ready given training on a rotational basis to 147,000 party members, or 21 
percent of the to.el number of party members. 


In the past half year, tangible results have been obtained in rotational 
training work because of the great attention given by party committees at 
all levele.

_Text Some comrades have recently looked upon a few of the 
party's changes in economic policy with feelings of non-compre- 
hension. Some even mistakeningly believe that the party's 
present policy changes are rapid, unstable, imprecise, and so 
on. The party's policies have indeed had a few changes, and 

the way to understand these changes is related to the problem 
of having trust in the party's present policies and thereby 
consciously carrying out and implementing party policy. There- 
fore, there is a need to make a concrete analysis of the 
relationship between ecomomic laws and economic laws. 


The party's economic policies are formulated according to obd- 
jective economic laws. Measuring the correctness of these 
economic policies depends, in the final analysis, on whether or 
not they are in agreement with objective economic laws and on 
whether or not they promote economic development. The summation 
of 30 years of experience and lessons in economic construction 
in China focuses upon one point, and that is how one understands 
and applies economic laws and formulates policies. Practice 
proves that whenever economic policy matches economic laws and 
matches objective reality, production then develops and con- 
ditions are good; whenever they are separated from objective 
reality and violate the objective laws, setbacks then occur. 
From 1950 to 1957, our policies were in relative agreement 

with reality and our speed of development exceeded that of all 
capitalist nations. In 1958, because of some “brain fever,” 
there was separation from reality and a huge “communist 
movement,” which resulted in huge losses. From 1963 to 1965, 

we summed up the lessons of our experiences and production rose 
again. During the Cultural Revolution Lin Biao and the “gang 

of four" caused much destruction and brought the national 














economy to the brink of collapse. Although there certainiy are 
a variety of reasons for these two rises and declines, nonethe- 
leas whether or not economic policies are in agreement with 
economic lawe and in agreement with reality still are very 
important factors. 


Policy changes involve a variety of conditions, though generally 
speaking, there are but two conditions; one is changes according 
to objective economic laws and the other is changes divorced 
from objective economic laws. When Lin Biao and the " of 
four" were running rampant they promoted an extreme leftist 
line, engineered “a transition from socialism to communism by 
maintaining a estate of extreme poverty,” and “chopped off the 
capitalist tail.” Such policy changes are built on a founda- 
tion of idealism, violate economic laws and are an extreme 
threat to our national economy. During the past few years, we 
have corrected the damage done by the extreme leftist line and 
determined party policy on the basis of understanding objective 
economic laws. For example, the policy of adjustments in the 
national economy is aimed at the serious imbalances in the pro- 
portions in the national economy and was formulated according 
to the basic laws of socialist economics and according to the 
planned proportional development of the nationaleconomy; the 
expanded enterprise autonomy, opening of county fair markets, 
and commodity price adjustments are 211 in agreement with the 
demands of the law of value under socialist conditions; and the 
implementation of a bonus system is in accordance with the law. 
of distribution according to one's labor. This all shows that 
the prty's present policies are all formulated according to 
objective economic laws. 


Since our economic policies are built upon objective economic 
laws, then why are changes still taking place in specific 
policies? This is because the correctness of a policy is 
determined by the degree of correctness in one's knowledge of 
objective laws. According to the theory of Knowledge, people 
cannot at once completely comprehend objective economic laws. 
Since comprehension of the laws requires going through a certain 
process, then the policies formulated by our party will not 
immediately be perfect and without flaw; there must be continued 
inspection and revision during practice, and so the perfection 
of the party's policies must also undergo this process. Under 
tne premise of an unchanging basic direction, the more a 
specific policy adheres to economic laws, the more it adheres 

to reality and the more it will promote production development. 
These changes manifest the party's attitude of proceeding from 
reality and explain the scientific, precise nature of the 
party's policies. 








Ne must algo note that in carrying out posicies it is difficult 
to avoid making some errors, as was the case in some districts 
and unite where price adjustments were chaotic and bonuses were 
awarded indiscriminately. This violates economic laws and 
violates party policy. Some comrades are always mistaking these 
situations as changes in party policy, and this is wrong. 
Probleme of implementation certainly cannot be blamed on party 
policy. In actuality, the central government and all levels of 
cadres are all taking steps to make the policies ever more 
perfect and more workable.

FULLY GUARANTEE THE PEOPLE'S RIGHTS

Recently, in a certain factory a leading comrade did the follow- 
ing two things: A production section comrade requested that 
because of repeated accidents in the shop would the leading 
comrade please stop sitting around the office and come to the 
shop to solve some real problems. A few lays later this worker 
comrade was transferred away. Not long thereafter a storekeeper 
criticized the leadi comrade for covertly appropriating 
several items of public property and this storekeeper was 
quickly transferred away. 


This leading comrade used the high-sounding pretext of 
“appropriate reasons” to crowd out these people who were a 
threat to him. Therefore, when the masses reported these events 
to the upper level and to the judicial department, their re- 
sponse was that the specifics were too slight, did not consti- 
tute a crime and were not worthy of action. 


Such events may be “commonplace,” and under the law may actually 
be “slight,” but they have a serious effect upon society. If 
such is the case, would anyone ever again dare to offer 

critical views of the leadership? This then poses a question 

for us: Is reliance upon efficacy of the law capable of fully 
guaranteeing the people's democratic rights? 


in a socialist nation the people not only are the owners of 
the means of production but moreover are the owners of state 
political power. However, for a long historical period, the 
people's management of the state has usually been given to 
their representatives, that is, the cadres exercised the 
authority to run the nation. From this we see that all levels 
of cadres in the position of running the nation merely are 
representatives delegated by the people and are the people's 
public servants. Therefore, for the people to effectively 

















exercise their authority to run the nation, they must have the 
power to elect, oversee and recall all levels of cadres. All 
criticisms arising from the people ought to be enthusiastically 
encouraged and people who expose leading cadres's wrongdoings 
ought to be thoroughly protected. If the people lack such 
rights they are not really running the nation themselves. 


At present, our legal system is just in the initial stages 
toward perfection, moreover the law already has determined 
severe reprisals against those who are criminally responsible 
for infringements against the people's rights. However, only 

a minority of cases actually carry out reprisals and a majority 
of the cases of infringements against the people's rights are 
on the order of the cases presently in question. Yet, although 
the specifics in these cases are not extreme, all the same they 
are direct infringements of the people's just rights, are 
injurious to positivism in taking the initiative in being 
concerned about national affairs, and they create bad influences 
both in and outside of the party. Should infringements against 
the people's rights such as these two cases described go un- 
punished or not, and just what should the punishment be? 


When those “four pests" were running rampant throughout the 
whole nation “ten thousand horses stood mute," and many people 
looked upon the party and government with the attitude "more 
interference can't compare with less interference and less 
interference can't compare with their demise.” The reason why 
such conditions develop is that there are no guarantees for the 
people's democratic rights. Some cadres and masses were person- 
ally attacked and injured by the reactionary line of Lin Biao 
and the “gang of four" and subjected to unreasonable loss of 
their political rights, but even more just “looked at the 
grapes and spit bitter juice," afraid that they themselves 
would come under attack and thus not daring to speak their 
anger. This also is the case for an entire single unit; If a 
few people come under attack the majority simply shiver in 
fright, able only to swallow their anger and go out of their 
way to avoid trouble. How then can anyone exercise their demo- 
cratic rights, oversee the cadres and manage the enterprises? 
Supposing then that countless units had these same conditions. 
There would be no guarantee of the masses' democratic rights, 
positivism would be dampened, knowledge and wisdom would be 
unused and how could any work be accomplished? 


I believe that if the people's democratic rights are to be pro- 
tected under all conditions whatsoever from any sort of in- 
fringement, that in addition to laws and regulations, there 
must also be formulation of a supplementary specialized system. 
When any person at all engages in non-democratic behavior the 
concerned deparmment must take a clear stance and handle the 
matter by appropriate responses according to law and the 
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and the specialized system and by making sure that these are 
actually put into effect. In this way the masses can confident- 
ly and responsibly oversee the cadres' management of the enter- 
prises and accelerate the advance of the four modernizations.

‘GUIDANCE IN PRINCIPLE’ AND REALISTIC GUIDANCE

(Text | The term “guidance in principle” is one that the masses 
generally use to criticize leadership cadres who are unable to 
take actual measures and who do not demonstrate leadership 
qualities in directing specific tasks. The general meaning of 
"guidance in principle" is es follows: First, it is empty, 

such as speeches and reports without substance. It is big talk, 
empty words, the same old words, fixed phrases, from concept to 
concept, from principle to principle, all of which is “heard on 
all the networks and read in all the newspapers," totally with- 
out individual opinion and posing no substantive questions. 
Second, it is superficial, and only perfunctorily carries out 
the upper level directives, It customarily copies, imitates 

and passes on the work of others, content to hold large meet- 
ings, pass resolutions, merely saying how important something 
is or how things ought to be, but lacking any realistic 

methods or measures. Third, it .s vacuous, it only discusses 
and never acts upon lower level requests for instructions or 
reports on activities, neither approving na disapproving their 
actions, so that people do not know what course to follow, and 
so on. 


One major reason that some comrades fall into “guidance in 
principle” is that they do not truly understand the task of 
leadership. As they see things, the entire responsibility of 
leadership cadres seems to be to hold meetings, make reports, 
issue directives, and put materials in order. But, they do not 
realize that all of this is meant to solve actual problems. 
Moreover, some feel that if leadership tasks were to become 
realistic that this would lead to routinism. This is wrong. We 
know that routinism refers to disregard for the overall picture, 
a lack of foresight, and this is something very different from 
realistically leading the work. Such “guidance in principle” is 
divorced from reality and consists merely of signing and check- 
ing off one's name on documents. This inevitably declines into 
"empty political talk,” deluding the state and the people, and 
danger to the four modernizativns. 
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0 best prescription for curing the disease of "guidance in 
principle” is to deeply enter into an investigation of reality. 
Comrade Mao Zedong long ago pointed out that unless an investi- 
gation has been conducted one lacks the authority to speak. Th, 
leadership cadres can offer suitably realistic work policies 
only if they have deeply entered the situation and made an 
investigation. For example, the central government pointed out 
that in order to accelerate development of the national 
economy every field of every enterprise should open wide the 
production gateways. A unit should actually be visited to 
determine which gateways do exist, and only after conducting an 
investigation to discover t* actual conditions and expressing 
them in concrete form should actual steps be taken to open wide 
the path to production of wealth. 


To escape the trap of "guidance in principle” and have more 
realistic guidance there must be an effort to make oneself into 
a thoroughly skilled professional in one's field. Countless 
facts have proven that for expert performance one must have 
solid skills, and only then will leadership work provide 
effective direction, will the words spoken be to the point and 
will the guidance be realistic. 


Of course, when we advocate realistic guidance and denigrate 
"guidance in principle,” we are not opposing the cadres’ need 
to make the usual appeals, but rather are saying that leader- 
ship work cannot stop with making a few appeals regarding 
general principles and must be united with realistic guidance. 
A great many cadres believe that “guidance in principle” is 
easy and that realistic guidance in difficult. Though it may 
be “difficult,” is is the solemn duty of leadership and a 
serious effort should be made.

CALL FOR HIGHER STANDARDS, EMPLOY OUTSTANDING PERSONNEL

LText At present, conditions in our cadre ranks are not suit- 
able to the requirements of the four modernizations. For one 
thing, their capabilities in cultural and scientific knowledge 
and in professional work are not high and there are few who 
have professional knowledge and capability. For another thing, 
they tend to be too old, and there are few middle-aged and 
young cadres in the leadership groups. Therefore, an urgent 
task now facing the entire party is to quickly make changes in 
this unreasonable cadre structure, and bravely employ in leader- 
ship positions those middle-aged and young cadres who firmly 
uphold the party line, have professional knowledge, have organ- 
izational cepabilities and who are in the prime of life. 


In the past there was a serious flaw in our employment of 
middle-aged and young cadres as age was made an absolute con- 
dition while professional knowledge was ignored. This time when 
we employ middle-aged and young outstanding personnel, we must 
require that they nave professional knowledge and the ability 
to lead an organization. This is a standard which must be 
clearly understood in employing people for the new period. 
Lenin said, “Management requires expertise, expertise in all 
production conditions, and understanding of modern, high-level 
production technology, and a sure cultivation of the sciences." 
("Complete Works of Lenin,” Vol 30, p 394) At the Eighth Party 
Congress in 1956 this problem was brought up: The party must 
pay special attention to nurturing cadres who are skilled in 
production technology and have professional knowledge in other 
specialties, as this is the foundation of strength upon which 
to build socialism. For the past 20 years, however, we have 
not succeeded in this. Not only must we now “pay special 
attention,” we must successfully solve this problem. We must 
act in accordance with conditions to employ all sorts of 
professional personnel in all levels of leadership groups to 
thoroughly make use of their special skills and intelligence 
and suit the needs of the four modernizations. 
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At the same time, when employing professional outstandirg 
personnel, there are two problems that must be considered: 

1. Skills must be properly employed so that a person finds 

a “correct application for his talents." Some middle-aged 

and young cadres are very skilled professionals but lack 
organizational ability, so if such a person is put in a leader- 
ship position, the lack of proper skills will surely result in 
harm to labor; therefore, organizational skills are an essential 
prerequisite in employing personnel. 2. The areas of specializa- 
tion for these professional people. Some people now have the 
misunderstanding that only those skilled in physics, engineer- 
ing, agriculture, medicine and other natural sciences and 
technology are people with professional skills, and that 

people who studied the humanities and are working in govern- 
ment or the party do not have any professional skills. This 
misunderstanding must be rectified. Cadres in every field, 

who arrived by whatever channel, need only have a college or 
high school graduate level and understand their profession to 

be called a specialist in that field. 


In addition to the demands of professional knowledge and 
organizational ability, the employment of middle-aged and young 
outstanding personnel must also hold to firm political standards. 
In promoting such people, there must be no relaxation of 
political conditions. Some comrades believe that in selecting 
cadres these conditions are now of no concern, and this view 

is very dangerous indeed. The political qualifications of 
leadership cadres are still of prime importance. The successors 
we select must have a strong, correct political direction, 
firmly follow the socialist road, dare to liberate their 
thinking, dare to be innovative, be committed to social 
revolution, be loyal to the party and the people, and be 
totally dedicated to serving the people. The people to be ex- 
cluded from leadership groups are those who are severely 
factional, exchange flattery and favors, brag and boast, are 
opportunistic and curry favor, harbor grudges against comrades 
and take revenge, attack and harm others, are two-faced, hypo- 
critical, openly supportive and secretly plotting, bend with 
the wind, lack party feelings, are not upright, are smooth and 
Slick, seek praise and flattery, wno are strong but have no 
party allegience, who do not follow the party line, and who 
seek glory and status within the party.

SECOND ARTILLERY CORP'S ROLE AS GUIDED MISSILE TROOP DESCRIBED

[Excerpt] The Second Artillery Corps is a newly established armed force, 
namely a guided missile troop with the enemy's ground bases as its target. 
Among all the armed forces of the Chinese Communist government, the Second 
Artillery Corps is very special. Other troops of the Chinese Communist 
government serve different armed forces, and are under a central command 
in times of war by the large military areas where they are stationed. But 
the Second Artillery Corps is different from the others. It has rela- 
tively great independence, its own strategic mission and logistic service, 
also its own designated channels of receiving and issuing instructions, 
and is directly under the command of the central government. The position 
and role of the Second Artillery Corps is somewhat like that of certain 
troops, such as the strategic missile troop of the USSR, but does not have 
such an independent position as this Soviet troop. 


Because members of the leading rank of the Second Artillery Corps were 
mostly transferred from the original First Artillery Corps and the public 
security troops, they have different factional backgrounds and therefore 
fight with each other with both open and secret means. For a long time, 
they were known in the armed forces for their internal fighting. During 
the period of the Cultural Revolution, although there were not many 
instances where the Second Artillery Corps, due to its independence, was 
involved in local movements and participated in struggles, the internal 
undercurrent gushed forth and factional conflict was very serious within 
the highest level. The trouble has never stopped. Whenever this situa- 
tion is mentioned, the leading cadres of the Corps usually shake their 
heads in disagreement. 


The equipment of the Second Artillery Corps is considered inadequate, and 
there exists a wide gap compared with that of the U.S. and USSR. As this 
matter is strictly confidential, it is difficult to know the details. 
As far as the “soft” and “hard” aspects of the missiles are concerned, 
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the writer has learned, they are really tar behind the advanced sieves vo! 
the U.S. and USSR. Generally speaking, even though the huge conf igura- 
tion of the guided missile appears to be very dominant, actually missiles 
have delicate devices such that there should be no error and the devices 
cannot etand too much shock. Even shocks that come from far away will 
greatly affect the precision of the missiles. In order to improve the 
“survival rate” of a missile in case of war, it is necessary to store it 
in a reinforced-concrete missile silo. Those concealed in silos are called 
“hard” missiles; otherwise, “soft” missiles. Both the U.S and the USSR a 
long time ago stored their long-range guided missiles of various serial 
numbers in reinforced silos. In this way, except for the fact that the 
silos could be directly hit by the enemy's high-precision guided missiles, 
their own missiles are still safe during a nuclear attack, and the tremen- 
dous retaliation power is still maintained. In recent years, further 
progress has been made in the U.S. and the USSR to produce intercontinen- 
tal guided missiles which can move around in silos. 


However, the installation of the Chinese Communist government's guided 
missiles is still very backward. As late as 1977, a report of the Second 
Artillery Corps was received and approved by the Central Military Commis- 
sion, which instructed that the actual situation be tak. into account, 
reinforced guided missile silos be built immediately, and that all the 
medium and long-range guided missiles on hand be installed in different 
Stages in silos so as to be ready for real warfare. Thus it can be seen 
that at that time the Chinese Communist government's guided missile troops 
had started late and the present condition is also backward.

HONG KONG JOURNAL REPORTS LOP NOR AS LAUNCHING SITE

[Excerpt] At daybreak on 18 May 1980, on the high seas east of the Solo- 
mon Islands and northwest of the Fiji Islands, vessels gray and blue in 
color were rendezvousing and awaiting orders. This was a fleet coming 
from China, comprised of a 3,500-ton guided missile destroyer of the "Lu 
Da" class, a supply tanker, a submarine rescue boat and an air service 
tender. 


Never before had so many Chinese vessels been active within this region 
of the high seas. Before this year, some scientific investigation ships 
had come to the South Pacific, probably to make preparations for this 
mission. That the Chinese fleet was sailing here was not to evoke a sense 
of the past by looking at the "old" battlefield where U.S. and Japanese 
navies had engaged in a bitter struggle during World War II, but for ob- 
servation and recovery of a series of test launched, Chinese-made inter- 
continental guided missiles. On the high seas not far away from the 10 
or so Chinese vessels, there were also three vessels from Australia and 
New Zealand. 


At the same time, about 10,000 kilometers northwest of this anticipated 
ocean recovery zone, the atmosphere was very tense at the missile launch- 
ing site in Lop Nor, Xinjiang. A huge, cream-colored missile as high as 
a 10-story building stood erect beside the launch platform. Engineering 
and technical personnel of various specialties made the final inspection 
and test of the missile before the takeoff and then were immediately 
evacuated from the site. Tests were conducted over and over again ac- 
cording to schedule in the underground launching control room. All the 
tracking devices, high-speed cameras and magnetic-tape recorders on the 
launch site were also started up for operation. At the first call, the 
launch buttons were pressed, and instantly thunder rolls shook the earth 
as in a landslide or « tidal wave. The huge intercontinental guided 
missile, with a je« ‘ange flame, went straight up into the sky, and 
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as the speed grew taster and taster, disappeared in a tlash, with a remain= 
ing trail of white smoke spreading out for a long time, 


Following the trajectory of the missile, several hundred precision track- 
ing inatruments both on the ground and the ocean were persistently track- 
ing the missile, and sending information on the flight gesture, altitude 
and speed of the missile in each instant to the monitoring data exchange 
center. The results showed that the tracking was satisfactory and the 
flight of the missile was normal. The automatic recorder in the flight 
control center described the flight trajectory of the missile on the dis- 
play panels, and the trajectory curve was in close agreement with that de- 
signed previously. Within a little more than half an hour, the missile 
arrived at the predesignated splashdown area. 


The fleet in the South Pacific, after learning that the missile had been 
launched, immediately sent out many helicopters and released the handy, 
high-speed salvage motor boat to the sea. When the warhead was only 
several thousand kilometers from the sea, the instrument capsule carrying 
the flight parameters of the missile was automatically ejected. The para- 
chute also automatically opened, and the instrument capsule slowly fell 

to the sea. The sea water was dyed a jade-blue color. The helicopters 
released divers to the sea, and in only 5 minutes and 20 seconds, the in- 
strument capsule was salvaged and sent back to the service capsule by 
helicopter. 


On 21 May, Beijing announced "The launching of many carrier missiles in 
the Pacific Ocean has achieved satisfactory results," and the ban on 
vessels and airplanes, with a circular ocean zone of 70 nautical miles 
as the radius and a south latitude of 7 degrees and an east longitude of 
171 degrees and 33 minutes as the center, was lifted. 


(Writer's note: According to the information of Western specialists, the 
target accuracy of the launching of the intercontinental guided missile 
has an error of only 15 miles.)

Dear Comrades Lu Rong and Jin Xing: 


Your letter was forwarded to me by the paper. The following is our 
answer. Communist Party members who are under probation while await- 

ing disciplinary action need to serve the entire period of probation. 

If during probation the person has shown a true intention to correct him- 
self, the party branch committee will, upon permission granted from higher 
level, decide on whether his privileges as a party member are to be 
restored. But this does not mean that his probation can be canceled. 
Likewise, disciplinary action will not be exempted for party members 

who have previously been warned, admonished, or stripped of their duties. 
The reason is that the party's disciplinary actions are meant to "pro- 
vide examples for the future," so that offenders will learn. Therefore, 
appropriate disciplinary action from an upper level is indispensable. 


Question: How do we treat party members who have religious beliefs? 


Answer: it is clearly stated in the party's constitution: "Marxisn, 
Leninism, and Mao Zedong's Thought are the guilding principles and the 
theoretical foundation of the Chinese Communist Party." "The party in- 
sists on a world view based on dialectical materialism and historical 
dialectics." Religion is like an opiate which paralyzes the peopie, and 
it is in opposition to dialectical materialism and science. Communist 
Party members are followers of dialectical materialism and they are 
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agnostics, and they can believe only in Marxism and Mao Zedong's Thought 
and nothing else. Therefore, people who do not relinquish their reli- 
gious beliefs cannot join the Chinese Communist Party. People who have 
already joined the party are even more strictly prohibited from having 
religious beliefs. Party members who participate in religious activi- 
ties will be subject to reeducation, and if they stubbornly adhere to 
their beliefs, they will be persuaded to resign from their party mem- 
beship. Lf they refuse to reform or to resign from the party, their 
membership will be invalidated. The resignation from or invalidation of 
party membership will be handled by the part: branch committee and approv- 
ed by a higher level party committee,

PROBLEMS OF OVERPOPULATION IN ZHEJIANG AREA EXAMINED

[Text] Planned population growth is a pressing problem that must be 
quickly resolved during the four modernizations. Though Marxism does not 
consider population growth to be a determinanc of social development, 
population growth is closely related to economic development. The size, 
density, and rate of growth of a country's population can promote or hin- 
der its economic development. Our experience over the past 30 years has 
proved this point. Not long ago, we went to the Wenzhou area to conduct 
research, and we felt strongly that uncontrolled population growth could 
seriuosly affect the economic growth of the area and the standard of 
living of its people. 


Between 1949 and 1978, the population of the entire country and the 
entire province increased by about 80 percent, whereas the increase was 
103 percent in the Wenzhou area. Since the beginning of the 1970's, the 
rate of natural increase in the country has declined as a result of 
family planning. The national average in 1978 was 1,205 percent. In 
Zhejiang, it was 1.107 percent. Though a similar decline was obvious 

in the Wenzhou area, the average was still much higher (1.839 percent) 
than the national or the provincial average. This has invariably 
brought about some impact on the economic development of the area and 
the livelihood of its people. 


First of all, uncontrolled population growth directly affects the stan- 
dard of living of the people. Our provin ez has traditionally faced the 
contradiction of having too many people on too little land. Over the 
past 30 years since liveration, the population of the Wenzhou area has 
more than doubled, while the cultivated land area has decreased by more 
than 200,000 mu. The per capita ratio of land in the area has declined 
drastically from 1.13 mu to 0.49 mu, which is much lower than the 
national average (1.55 mu) and the provincial average (0.74 mu). As 

a result, even though environmental conditions in the Wenzhou area are 
quite satisfactory, and grain production in 1978 was more than 1,100 jin 
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per mu, per capita grain output was only 528 jin, which was not much 
different from what it was in 1958, and was 200 jin lower than the 
provincial average. Let \s compare the Wenzhou area with the Jia Xing 
area, a Red Flag unit in family planning with the province. Immediately 
after liberation, the pupulation of the Jia Xing area exceeded Wenzhou's 
by more than 200,000. As a result of family planning measures carried 
out since the beginning of the 1970's, its population is now 500,000 less 
than that in the Werzhou area. Although grain productivity per mu is sim- 
ilar in both areas, their respective per capita grain outputs are very 
different. The grain output per capita in the Jia Xing area in 1978 was 
more than twice that of tne Wenzhou area, and the income of its members 
from collectives was more than twice that of the latter. This very 

fact shows that planned population growth can make a big difference. 


Rapid population growth also brings about a great deal of pressure 

on residential and transportation conditions in towns and cities. Wenzhou 
city has a population of 340,000. Its average per capita residential 
space is slightly more than 3 square meters, creating an acute housing 
shortage problem. Traffic in the city is always congested. On weekends 
and holidays, the narrow streets are thronged, making even bicycle traf- 
fic difficult. Hence, some people say: "Children, houses, baskets, 
automobiles..., the major problem among these five [as published] is still 
having too many children.” This saying has an element of truth. 





Uncontrolled population growth severely affects national economic develop- 
ment. We are still a developing country with a rather backward economy. 
Our national per capita income is low. In order to satisfy the needs of 
the majority of the people, we cannot help but limit our capital accumu- 
lation. The state and the collectives have contributed nearly 14 billion 
yuan for the raising of the more than 20 million people born since 1952 

in the province. If we had had planned population growth from the very 
beginning, that sum of money could have been used at least in part for 

the acceleration of socialist construction. 


In order to realize the four modernizations, we need to raise our labor 
productivity. This requires the adoption of advanced technology, which 
comes into conflict with our teeming population. Based on esti ‘ates 
between 20 and 26 million people each year will join the work force 
before 1989. Because most of those people are located in the country- 
side, the man-to-man land ratio will become even more acute than it is 
now. It is understood that there are widespread difficulties in work 
assignment in the countryside in the Wenzhou area owing to a surplus of 
laborers. In such counties as Pingyang and Wencheng, more than 90 per- 
cent of the female work force has no regular work assiznments, and only 

a small percentage of this work force is occupied during the busy seasons. 
In some areas, even the male workers need to work on a rotating basis. 
Under these conditions, rural mechanization produces a series of problems. 


Uncontrolled population growth hinders rapid cultural and scientific pro- 
gress among our population and affects ita quality. A population's 





productivity is not necessarily proportional to its size, but it cer- 
tainly is in terms of quality. As far as this is concerned, not only 

is our country's population excessive and out of phase with our national 
economic development efforts, but also its quality is rather low and 
hence is at odds with the needs of the four modernizations. Our cur- 
rent demographic and economic conditions do not permit adequate expend- 
itures on scientific development and education. This in addition to the 
large share of the limited funds needed for general education, leaves 
very little behind for raising existing standards. Zhejiang used to be 
known as a most cultured area, but it has few college students per 10,000 
people than the national average. In the Wenzhou area, the average is 
less than half the provircial average. More than one-fourth of its pri- 
mary school graduates are unable to get a high school education. The 
inability to accelerate scientific, educational, cultural, and health 
development will surely hinder efforts to improve the quality of its 
people, and this in turn will affect economic performance. 


In summary, our excessive population and its rapid growth have produced 
many contradictions in our attempt to modernize. Modernization requires 
a great deal of capital, and the same holds true for improving the 
standards of living of nearly 1 billion people, but the two are mutually 
competitive. Modernization requires advanced technology and a reduction 
in the labor force, but we have a surplus work force waiting for work. 
In other words, "Our progress has been slow, our population growth is 
too fast, and such contradictions have become very acute." These facts 
tell us that we should "control our population growth." In order to 
resolve these contradictions, we must firmly execute the pragmatic 
policy of the Party Central Committee controlling our population growth 
in a continuous, conscious, and planned manner. We should firmly 

hold onto two simultaneous production goals--increasing material pro- 
duction, and lowering the rate. 
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
